Defined 
priority for receiving credentials will be as follows: (1) Representatives of outlets requiring daily deadlines, 
commercial television stations, OSN affiliate radio stations, nationally circulated publications and outlets 
who regularly the visiting team; (2) Area weekly and periodical publications, radio stations not affiliated 
with the OSN and additional campus outlets. Outlets that regularly cover the Ducks will receive a higher 
priority possible. Visiting representatives also are encouraged to inform their local SID of pendingcoverage. 
Only outlets producing audited circulation or audience totals will be granted working credentials. 


PARKING 

A limited number of parking passes will be made available through the Oregon Media Services Office. 
Access to parking (Lots 8 and 9) may be obtained via Leo Harris Parkway directly south of the stadium 
press box. 
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TELEPHONES 

Oregon will have telephones in the press bax for use with third-party, collect or credit card calls only. 
Outlets are encouraged to order their own phones for transmitting stories or filing reports if covering 
Oregon on a regular basis or if tight deadlines become an issue. Contact University Telecommunications 
(541-346-1017) for all telephone service. 


LOCKER ROOMS 
Oregon's locker room is located in the Casanova Center, west of Autzen Stadium. The visitor's locker room 
is located underneath the west end of Autzen Stadium. 


PHOTOGRAPHERS 

Credentialed personnel working thesidelines must obey the NCAA rules pertaining to sideline boundaries. 
Photographers are to be no closer than six feet to the playing field and must be outside the 25-yard lines at 
each end of the field, Photographers are not allowed inside the team boxes. Photo passes must be worn in 
an easily visible manner by all photographers in all weather conditions. A work area to send digital photos 
is located undemeath the stands in the east end zone. Television videographers wishing to setup tripods 
in the Casanova Center Press Room prior to the game for the post-game press conference must do so 
two-and-a-half hours before kickoff. 


DIRECTIONS 

From Eugene Airport (Mahlon Sweet Field, approx. 20 minutes) — Exit airport, proceed to the first stop 
light (Airport Road), then turn right on Highway 99W. Proceed southbound (right) on Highway 99W to 
Beltline. Follow Beltline east to Delta Highway and turn right. Follow Delta Highway for several miles and 
bear to the left as it converts to I-105. Exit Country Club Road/Autzen Stadium and go right at end of the 
ramp. Follow Country Club Road to the first intersection and tum right on MLK Blvd, Autzen Stadium is less 
than half mile on the right, located behind the Casanova Center and Moshofsky Sports Center. 


From Portland International Airport (approx. two hours) — From the terminal, take -205 south toI-5 south 
to Eugene. Take Eugene exit 194B and follow I-105 approximately one mile to the first exit (Coburg Road). 
Go straight through the stop light (steering slightly to the left) and turn left at the first stop light (Country 
Club Road). Turn right at the second stop light (MLK Blvd.) and Autzen Stadium, the Casanova Center and 
the Moshofsky Sports Center are located less than a half mile on the right side of the road.

The Oregon Sports Network begins its 19th season of 
operation, continuing to broadcast all University of 
Oregon football, men’s and women's basketball contests 
and coaches shows exclusively along its state-wide 
affiliate network. 


Since its inception in 1987, as a means to promote all 
activities within the athletic department, the Oregon 
Sports Network has been known as one of the nation’s 
pioneer in-house radio and television networks on the 
collegiate scene. This network airs over 125 radio and 
television broadcasts per year. 


The cornerstones of the Oregon Sports Network are 
KUGN 590 in Eugene/Springfield and KXL 750 and 
95.5 The Game in Portland. KUGN has been the Eugene 
broadcast partner for the last 11 years, while KXL has 
been part of the network since its inception.

football season, which wrapped up on 

New Year's Day of '95 at the Rose Bowl, 
the University of Oregon will have a head 
football coach not named Mike Bellotti. With 
the winningest coach in UO history moving 
to the post of athletics director, two-year 
offensive coordinator Chip Kelly is set to make 
his debut, becoming only the seventh man to 
lead the Ducks since Len Casanova accepted 
the head job in 1951. 


F or the first time since the end of the 1994 


Kelly inherits a program that posted 19 
wins during his two seasons as an assistant 
in Eugene, won back-to-back bowl games 
against higher-ranked opponents, soared as 
high No. 2 in the nation in 2007, and finished 
No. 9/10 (Coaches/AP) in '08. To sustain or 
improve on that level of success, Kelly and Co. 
will need to find a way to replace six NFL draft 
picks, including four on the defensive side of 
the ball. 


There will be no break-in period for Kelly and 
his team as the Ducks open the season on 
the road at Boise State (Sept. 3), a squad that 
ended last season ranked No. 11/13 and dealt 
UO it's only home loss of the season. Add to 
that the fact that BSU is 64-2 on the blue turf 
of Bronco Stadium over the past 10 years and 
the game figures to be a season-changing 
event for both the winner and loser. Adding to 
the Pac-10's toughest slate based on strength 
of schedule are visits from Big 10 side Purdue 
(Sept. 12) and 2009 unbeaten Utah (Sept. 19) 
of the Mountain West. The Ducks stay home to 
open conference play, hosting California (Sept. 
26) and Washington State (Oct. 3). 


UO hits the season midpoint on the road 
against UCLA (Oct. 10) and plays three each 
home and away the rest of the way with Autzen 
visits from USC (Oct. 31), Arizona State (Nov. 
14) and Oregon State (Nov. 28). Road tests will 
come at Washington (Oct. 24), Stanford (Nov. 
7) and Arizona (Nov. 21). 


STAFF 

Unlike a year ago, when Oregon returned 
its entire coaching staff intact, the Ducks 
go into Chip Kelly's first season with three 
new assistants. UO retained all but two 
position coaches, bringing in 27-year veteran 
Jerry Azzinaro as defensive line coach, and 
former Nebraska quarterback and_ six-year 
NFL veteran Scott Frost to mentor receivers, 
replacing Michael Gray and Robin Pflugrad, 
respectively. Kelly filled out his inaugural staff

with the hiring of former Colorado offensive 
coordinator and quarterbacks coach Mark 
Helfrich to take over the spot vacated when he 
became head coach. 


QUARTERBACKS 

For the first time since Kellen Clemens’ senior 
season in 2005 the Ducks head into fall camp 
with a clear-cut No. 1 quarterback. True junior 
Jeremiah Masoli came into last year's camp 
as the fifth-stringer, but by late December he 
was being crowned the offensive MVP of the 
Holiday Bowl. Masoli's numbers over UO's final 
four contests - all victories - were arguably the 
best of any signal caller in the nation. He hada 
quarterback efficiency rating of 170.75 during 
that run, amassing 14 touchdowns (7 pass, 7 
rush) against one interception and totaled 
1,268 yards. 


Masoli will face competition from last year's 
would-be starter Nate Costa and dynamic true 
sophomore Darron Thomas. Costa, a redshirt 
junior, won the top job last August only to 
suffer his second season-ending knee injury in 
as many years 10 days before the 2008 opener. 
Injury also played a role in Thomas ' first year as 
he shed his redshirt in the fourth game of the 
season when the Ducks already had three QBs 
on the shelf. The young Texan nearly became 
an Autzen Stadium legend, tossing three 
second-half touchdown passes to pull UO 
within striking distance of Boise State before 
the comeback fell short. 


Beyond the top three, others will need to 
emerge to fill out depth at the position as 
Justin Roper, who started four games over 
two seasons, transferred during the offseason. 
Daryle Hawkins, a 6-4 athlete from Omaha, 
Neb., was the lone prep quarterback signed by 
the Ducks in February. 


RUNNING BACKS 

The Ducks had the No. 2 rushing offense in the 
country last year, piling up a school-best 280 
yards per game on the ground, and there is no 
indication that prowess will dissipate anytime 
soon. Of the conference's top 10 rushers a 
season ago, three were Ducks, and two of 
those players - Masoli and senior LeGarrette 
Blount - are still in uniform. Blount, a 1,000- 
yard gainer and the Pac-10's scoring leader 
with a school-record 17 rushing touchdowns 
as a backup to Jeremiah Johnson, should 
get more touches this year as he inherits his 
former running mate's starting spot. 


After Blount, Oregon has senior Andre 
Crenshaw, a 30-game veteran, and junior 
Remene Alston, who saw his promising 2008 
campaign derailed by a foot injury after 
seven games. Crenshaw, who did not redshirt, 
has played his entire career behind two of 
Oregon's top 10 all-time rushers in Johnson 
and Jonathan Stewart, and boasts a 5.0 yards 
per carry average during his tenure. 


But the most anticipated debut of the coming 
year is that of redshirt freshman LeMichael 
James, who was ranked as the 12th-best 
running back in the country coming out of 
high school by Rivals.com. James’ skill set, 
which combines speed and quickness with 
good hands and a low center of gravity, has 
long been thought of as prototypical for the 
spread-option system. 


OFFENSIVE LINE 

The unit that arguably took the biggest hit 
from a depth standpoint from last year to this 
is Oregon's offensive line. Down three full- 
time starters, who now reside on NFL rosters, 
in Max Unger, Fenuki Tupou and Mark Lewis, 
and minus departed seniors Jacob Hucko, Jeff 
Kendall and Jon Teague, the '09 O-line has an 
abundance of youth that will have to perform 
like grizzled vets for the offense to remain 
among the nation's best. That said, the Ducks 
can still fill four of the five spots up front with 
players who have starting experience. 


Juniors C.E. Kaiser and Bo Thran were settled 
into starting roles by the end of last season 
and Kaiser will likely remain at right tackle 
while Thran is expected to switch from left 
guard to left tackle. The guards are projected 
to be sophomore Mark Asper, a Holiday Bowl 
starter in 2008, on the right side and redshirt 
freshman Carson York on the left. Junior 
Jordan Holmes, who started four times at left 
guard last season, should be the top center, 
a position he has backed up for the past two 
years. 


The second unit is where the drop-off comes, 
in terms of game experience. The five players 
listed as backups heading into fall camp 
have combined for seven appearances. 
Junior center Max Forer and sophomore 
tackle Darrion Weems have three apiece, and 
sophomore guard Ramsen Golpashin has the 
other. Sophomore guard Charlie Carmichael 
and redshirt freshman Nick Cody, a tackle, 
were both highly touted during the recruiting 
process and each saw valuable first-team reps

WIDE RECEIVERS 

If there was an area on offense last season 
that was perceived to have underachieved or 
underperformed, it was receiving. Outside of 
the emergence of Terence Scott, the group 
was collectively inconsistent for the first 
three quarters of the year. One reason for the 
lackluster numbers may have been adapting 
to a new quarterback, but the adjustment 
period lasted longer than anyone anticipated. 


For better or worse - and the coaches have 
reason to believe it will be better, based on 
spring drills and incoming recruits - this year's 
receiving corps will look very different. Scott 
and three-year starter Jaison Williams have 
departed, leaving junior Jeff Maehl as the 
lone returner on the top unit. Maehl will be 
joined by junior Jamere Holland, who had a 
breakthrough spring, and senior Rory Cavaille, 
a possession receiver, at the top of the depth 
chart at the beginning of fall camp. 


But as August unfolds, the overall competition 
for spots on the travel squad is expected to 
be fierce. Junior DJ. Davis should be at full 
strength after rehabbing froma season-ending 
knee injury in 2008 and could challenge for a 
starting spot. True sophomore Garrett Embry 
brings size, strength and a 35-inch vertical 
leap to the position and had plenty of game 
seasoning as a mainstay on special teams 
during his rookie campaign. Redshirt freshman 
Dion Jordan, who has bounced from tight end 
to slot receiver, will be a handful to defend at 
6-7 with speed, and fellow frosh Blake Cantu 
made his presence known with a team-high 
111 receiving yards in the Spring Game. 


Ratcheting up the competition further will 
be the arrival of junior college transfer Tyrece 
Gaines, the No. 8 overall JUCO prospect 
according to Rivals.com and one of the most 
sought after receivers in the nation. Gaines 
was a second-team All-America for national 
champion Butler County Community College 
(Kan.) in 2008. Fellow JC newcomer Lavasier 
Tuinei arrived during winter term and had afull 
spring with the Ducks, and highly anticipated 
incoming freshman Diante Jackson could also 
push for immediate playing time. 


TIGHT ENDS 

The fact that Chip Kelly singled out senior 
Ed Dickson as the team's most impressive 
offensive player during spring drills is a pretty 
good indication that the starting tight end 
position isin good hands. Dickson is Oregon's 


most experienced player, having appeared in 
39 consecutive contests, including 26 straight 
asa starter, He isan integral part of the running 
game as a blocker, but also plays a key role in 
passing situations thanks to his wide receiver 
speed, An All-America caliber season is not out 
of reach if he can put everything together. 


The Ducks also have experience in reserve at 
the tight end spot with junior Malachi Lewis, 
who has appeared in every game since arriving 
on campus as a true freshman in 2007. Lewis’ 
receiving skills haven't been called upon much 
during his UO tenure, but the former running 
back operates well in space and can be a 
playmaker with the ball in his hands. Behind 
Lewis is redshirt sophomore David Paulson, 
who has good hands and deceptive speed for 
his 6-4, 250-pound frame. 


DEFENSIVE LINE 

Oregon barely had time to bask in the glow 
of a top 10 finish and Holiday Bowl victory 
before spotlights began shining on potential 
weaknesses for the next season. Of those 
perceived deficiencies, none may have been 
more worrisome than the defensive line, 
which was losing both starting tackles and 
an All-America end in Nick Reed. Add to that 
a new position coach and the calendar didn't 
appear to hold enough months in order to 
restock and reorganize before September's 
season opener at Boise State. 


However, by the endof April, Jerry Azzinaroand 
his group, widely thought to be inexperienced 
and non-traditional in terms of size, was the 
talk of spring drills. The unit's only returning 
starter, senior Will Tukuafu, demonstrated that 
he is ready to lead and build upon already 
stellar credentials, and former reserve end 
Brandon Bair, moved his lean, 6-7 frame inside 
and virtually locked down a starting spot with 
his inspired play. Seldom used Blake Ferras 
and Simi Toeaina, now seniors, performed like 
veterans under Azzinaro's tutelage and will 
battle for a tackle spot, while junior Kenny 
Rowe, a former pass rush specialist, appears 
ready for full-time duty opposite Tukuafu. 


Junior college transfers Zac Clark and Terrance 
Montgomery were both on hand during the 
spring and made it apparent that they will be 
factors on the outside and inside, respectively, 
in their first year of Division | football. Adding 
to the rotation will be sophomore end Terrell 
Turner, who had started to break into the mix 
last season before a knee injury ended his year 
after the fifth game. 


LINEBACKERS 

Over the past three years, the Ducks have 
been steadily building an impressive stable of 
linebackers and appear to have set themselves 
up for the position to be a strength for the 
foreseeable future. Of the six players on the 
two-deep coming out of spring practice, three 
are juniors and three are sophomores. Juniors 
Casey Matthews and Spencer Paysinger 
became full-time starters last year and return 
to their spots in the middle and on the weak 
side, respectively, and sophomore Eddie 
Pleasant is in line to take over strong side 
duties with the departure of graduated senior 
Jerome Boyd. 


Junior college transfer Bryson Littlejohn is 
listed behind Matthews, a Pac-10 honors 
candidate, but if his performance throughout 
the spring is representative of the type of 
player he'll be once the whistles start to 
matter, then it will be very difficult to keep him 
off the field. He's fast, takes direct routes and 
explodes to the ball. True sophomores Josh 
Kaddu (SAM) and Dewitt Stuckey (WILL) were 
also impressive in the spring, but the depth 
doesn't end there and they will be challenged 
by senior Riley Showalter, sophomore Brandon 
Hanna and redshirt freshman Kiko Alonso, 
among others. 


SECONDARY 

A year ago, there was plenty of buzz 
surrounding the UO secondary, which 
featured eventual second-round NFL draft 
picks Patrick Chung and Jairus Byrd, along 
with veteran corner Walter Thurmond Ill and 
hard-hitting safety TJ. Ward. But for much 
of the season, opponents’ passing statistics 
called into question the strength of the group 
as a whole. Some of that can be chalked up to 
playing from ahead so often, forcing opposing 
teams to throw the ball with more frequency, 
as well as the Ducks attention to stopping the 
run. But all and all, the players expected more 
from themselves. 


Thurmond Ill, who played hurt for the bulk 
of 2008, performed at an elite level in the 
spring and was named preseason first-team 
All-America by Sporting News. The senior’s 
presence on the field will mean that the new 
starter at the other corner will see plenty of 
action. That player could be Willie Glasper, 
UO's most experienced defender in terms of 
appearances. Glasper only has one career start 
to his credit, but he has carried the potential 
ever since arriving as a Parade All-America and 
one of the best corner recruits in the nation 
back in 2005. Redshirt freshman Kenjon 


Barner and junior Brian Butterfield begin the 
fall as the primary backups. 


Ward, now a senior and Oregon's leading 
tackler a year ago, will man free safety once 
again, with sophomore Javes Lewis behind 
him. At rover, Talmadge Jackson Ill is the top 
candidate to replace four-year starter Chung, 
although he can also play on the outside. 
Junior Marvin Johnson, if healthy, is also a 
viable option at the rover spot. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

After a second straight solid season, which 
included some key game-changing plays in 
the Ducks' favor while preventing those kind of 
instances for the opposition, Oregon's special 
teams units will look to revamp in 2009. There 
is a veteran presence on return and coverage 
units, but kicking and punting personnel will 
look very different from the start of '08. 


Gone are place-kicker and kickoff specialist 
Matt Evensen, punter Josh Syria and long 
snapper Zach Taylor, meaning the Ducks will 
have to settle on new No. 1's at each spot and 
reload their depth. Senior Morgan Flint, who 
took over place-kicking duties toward the 
end of last season, will have to prove himself 
again in fall camp. Other candidates for the 
job include incoming freshman Mike Bowlin, a 
highly-touted kicking prospect from Southern 
California, and redshirt freshman Rob Beard. 


With Syria's departure, true freshman Jackson 
Rice, a 2009 U.S. Army All-American, will take 
over starting duties if he proves worthy in 
August. Junior Tim Taylor will attempt to push 
Rice and rebound from a lackluster spring. 


Redshirt freshman Jeff Palmer, who was on the 
travel squad last season, and versatile junior 
Sam Doman are the team's main options at 
long snapper to begin the fall. 


As for kick and punt returners, Oregon will 
have to replace Byrd, who developed into one 
of the top punt returners in the Pac-10. Barner 
appears to be the likely replacement on punts, 
while Thurmond and Holland will continue to 
field kickoffs. 


Oregon has an experienced core of players 
who excel at special teams duty with the likes 
of Maehl, Ward, Tukuafu, Glasper, Jackson Ill, 
Johnson, Embry, Malachi Lewis, Showalterand 
Cavaille, among others.

Make no mistake that Kelly is grateful for his 
first head coaching opportunity and holds the 
upmost respect for Mike Bellotti, who guided 
the Ducks to unprecedented heights in the 
previous 14 seasons. But the New England 
native, who has imported a swagger to the 
Oregon sidelines, is confident 

he can extend the unparalleled 
success his offenses have enjoyed 
to all facets of the game. 


Named Oregon's 30th head 
football coach in March 

2009, Kelly has adopted a 
philosophy that was successful 
in eight seasons on the NCAA 
Championship Subdivision front 
(formerly Division I-AA) and 

has demonstrated few signs of 
slowing down at the top level of 
collegiate competition. 


The former New Hampshire offensive 
coordinator arrived at Oregon in 2007 and 
promptly solidified his position in UO lore by 
producing the highest scoring team and most 
yards of total offense in school history. For an 
encore, his unit bettered both marks again 
the following year and finished in the top 10 
nationally in rushing offense, total offense 
and scoring offense. 


Under his guidance in‘08, the Ducks were 
the Pac-10's best at running the ball (280.1 
yards per game) for the third year in a row, 
scoring (41.9 points per game), and moving 
the football downfield (484.9 ypg). UO ranked 
second nationally in rushing and was seventh 
in the country in the other two offensive 
benchmarks. Three of the conference's top 

10 rushers wore green and yellow, including 
a tandem of 1,000-yard runners in Jeremiah 
Johnson and LeGarrette Blount. 


Kelly saw last year's squad eclipse 300 rushing 
yards in eight of 13 games, including one of 
400-plus, while his offenses have surpassed 
50 points 10 times during his first two years. 
Included was an attack that produced an 
Oregon single-game record 694 yards of total 
offense in the 2008 Civil War victory over 
Oregon State. UO's 65 points that day against 
the Beavers were the most ever scored by the 
Ducks, or allowed by OSU, in a Pac-10 game.

Also during his second year in Eugene, the 
Ducks established school standards for 
touchdowns (71) and rushing touchdowns 
(47) on their way to a No. 9 (USA Today) 
national ranking. Oregon capped its top-10 
run with a 42-31 win over No. 13 Oklahoma 
State in the Holiday Bowl - UO’s second bowl 
victory in as many years with Kelly at the 
offensive controls. 


Epitomizing Kelly’s team approach and 
balanced offense mentality was the fact that 
the Ducks’ only offensive players to earn first 
team all-conference accolades were senior 
linemen Fenuki Tupou and Max Unger. 


But among the most amazing aspects of 

his Oregon success has been the offensive 
numbers have been produced by a different 
cast of headliners. In 2007, it was quarterback 
Dennis Dixon, running back Jonathan 


Stewart, wide receiver Jaison Williams 
and tight end Ed Dickson, Last year, dual 
running threats complimented the talents 
of quarterback Jeremiah Masoli and four 
receivers who each caught more than 35 
passes for 400 yards. 


In his first year as Oregon's offensive 
coordinator and quarterbacks coach, Kelly 
helped tap into the potential of Dixon, 
leading to the seniors emergence as a 
Heisman Trophy candidate, and oversaw 

the top rushing offense at Oregon, 
which amassed 3,272 yards to lead 
the Pac-10 and rank sixth nationally. 
The Ducks also led the conference in 
scoring (38.15 ppg, 12th nationally) 
and total offense (467.54 ypg, tenth 
in the nation) in his first campaign 
at the top level of NCAA Division | 
football. 


Oregon was forced to start four 

different quarterbacks over the final 

four games due to injury in 2007. 

Kelly tutored the final signal caller of 

that bunch, redshirt freshman Justin 

Roper, who turned in a near flawless 
performance in guiding the Ducks to a 56-21 
Sun Bowl win over South Florida. 


Kelly (11-25-63) served as New Hampshires’ 
offensive coordinator and quarterbacks 
coach from 1999 through 2006, where his 
offenses averaged better than 400 yards of 
total offense in seven of his eight seasons 
and more than 30 points a game in his final 
four years. As a result, three Wildcat players 
received first-team All-America acclaim each 
of his last two seasons in the Granite State. 


He was named the College Assistant Coach 
of the Year by the Gridiron Club of Greater 
Boston following the 2005 season in addition 
to being selected as “one of college football’s 
hottest coaches” by American Football 
Monthly. 


“My philosophy has been to coach an 


attacking style of football and stretch the 
defenses in as many different ways as you 
can,’ Kelly said upon arriving in Eugene."You 
have to get the ball into the hands of your 
playmakers and let them operate in order to 
be successful.” 


The Manchester, NH., native and 13-year New 
Hampshire coaching veteran was elevated 

to offensive coordinator following two years 
as the Wildcats’ offensive line coach (1997- 
98) and three seasons coaching the school's 
running backs (1994-96). 


The school’s quarterback, Ricky Santos, was 
the recipient of the Walter Payton Award 
(awarded annually to the best offensive 
player in Division I-AA) in 2006 after finishing 
second in the balloting in 2005. He finished 
his junior year fourth in the country in passing 
(3,125 yards) and threw for 29 touchdowns. 


New Hampshire finished that year with a 9-4 
record and ranked sixth in the country after 
advancing to the quarterfinals of the NCAA 
-AA playoffs, losing to eventual national 
runner-up Massachusetts, 24-17. Kelly guided 
his contingent to second in the country 
(NCAA I-AA) in scoring offense (35.3 avg.) and 
seventh in total offense (400.6 avg.), while 
accumulating more than 40 points on five 
occasions. 


Kelly's best offensive output was in 2005 
when the Wildcats finished second nationally 
in total offense (493.5 avg.), third in scoring 
(41.7 avg.) and fifth in passing (300.1 avg), 
while completing the season with an 11-2 
record. In 2004, the school broke 29 offensive 
school records, compiling 5,446 yards of total 
offense and scoring 40 or more points in 
seven games. 


While his acclaim may have resulted from 
his offensive prowess, he has accumulated 
three seasons of experience coaching on the 
defensive side of the football. Included was 
a one-year stint as defensive coordinator at 
Johns Hopkins (1993) between tenures at his 
alma mater. 


The 1990 New Hampshire graduate (B.5. 
degree in physical education) broke into 
the coaching ranks in 1990 at Columbia 
University, where he served as freshman 
secondary and special teams coach. He 
assumed responsibility for the Lions’ varsity 
outside linebackers and strong safeties the 
following year before returning to New 
Hampshire as running backs coach in 1992, 


Now in his third stint with the Ducks, Nick Aliotti continues to 
mentor the Oregon defense with a familiarly aggression, and always 
innovative flair. 


Credited with orchestrating the"Gang Green” defense that helped 
propel Oregon to the Rose Bowl following the 1994 season, the 34- 
year coaching veteran is one of the school’s most popular assistants 
in recent memory. Returning to the position prior to the 1999 season 
where he enjoyed his greatest success, the energetic Aliotti is in his 
19th overall campaign with the Ducks in addition to his one season 
heading the defense at UCLA and three years in the NFL. 


In addition to continuing to coordinate the program's defensive 
efforts, Aliotti has assumed the responsibility over the program's 
strong side linebackers this year. 


Despite failing to attract the attention that surrounded the’94 
conference championship campaign, his recent coaching efforts 
have been among his best despite an era that emphasizes offensive 
productivity. 


Oregon produced its best stand against the run in five years in 2008 
with numbers that ranked second in the Pac-10 (119.4 avg.) while 
finishing eighth in the country in quarterback sacks (40). Aliotti’s 
defense also tied for 11th in the country in takeaways a year ago 

(31), with defensive end Nick Reed finishing as the national leader in 
fumble recoveries (5). In 2007, Oregon led the nation in tackles for loss 
(9.38 avg.) in addition to ranking third in red zone defense and tied for 
15th in sacks (3.0 avg.), and led the Pac-10 in turnover margin (18th 
nationally). His defenders led the conference in pass defense (20th in 
the country) in 2006 for the third time in seven seasons, and in total 
defense (357.7 avg.) in 2005 for the first time since 1958. The Ducks 
also gave up their fewest yards of total defense (322.1 avg.) in 11 years 
in 2006, allowed their fewest points per game (23.2 avg.) in four years 
in 2005 and ranked 10th in the country in turnover margin, thanks in 
part to 23 interceptions (Oregon's best since 1968) -- the second-most 
in the country in 2005. 


Employing a philosophy of focusing on opponents’ running game, 
he helped Oregon rank 16th nationally against the run (107.1 avg.) in 
2003. During the Ducks’ Fiesta Bowl season of 2001, Oregon limited 
teams to 115.3 avg. against the run -- its best since its 1994 Rose Bowl 
year ~ while ranking second in the league. For his efforts that season, 
Aliotti was rewarded by being an AFLAC National Assistant Coach- 
of-the-Year recipient. In 2000, the Ducks led the Pac-10 in passing 
defense and stood second in scoring defense. 


Under his guidance, Oregon's defense has held at least five of its 
opponents at 100 yards or less per game rushing in six of the last nine 
years, including six foes below the century mark last season. However, 
few performances may have been more impressive than limiting 

No. 3 Michigan to a paltry -3 rushing yards in the 31-27 upset of the 
Wolverines in 2003. Another equally impressive performance included 
limiting the ground attack of Colorado to just 49 yards in the 2002 


Fiesta Bowl triumph. In 2004, the Ducks’ defense stood tall against 
Stanford, holding the Cardinal to -8 yards rushing in a 16-13 Oregon 
victory in Palo Alto, Calif. 


The 55-year-old’s additional career highlights include taking a unit 
ranked eighth in the Pac-10 in defense in the first year of his previous 
Oregon tenure in 1993 and molding it into one that ranked among the 
nation’s top-20 defending the run (12th, 112.4 avg.), pass (14th) and 

in scoring defense (20th, 17.7 avg). He also helped design defenses 
which finished among the top 20 nationally in one of four major 
defensive categories on 10 occasions. 


During his 18 years on the Oregon staff, Aliotti has mentored 25 
defensive players selected in the NFL draft, including 2005 first-round 
pick Haloti Ngata. 


After his departure following the school's first outright Pac-10 title ever 
and its first Rose Bowl appearance in 37 years, the Northern California 
native served as a defensive assistant and special teams coach with 
the St. Louis Rams from 1995-97 before returning to the collegiate 
ranks in 1998, 


Asa player, Aliotti was a three-year letterman as a running back at UC 
Davis, earning freshman team MVP honors in 1972 and Far Western 
Conference accolades his senior season. 


Aliotti (5/29/54) and his wife, Kathryn, are parents of one son, Michael, 
and one daughter, Nicole. 
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Jerry Azzinaro 


Assuming control of the defensive line in his first year in Eugene is 
a 27-year coaching veteran whose career includes 10 seasons as a 
defensive coordinator and one year as a head coach. 


Jerry Azzinaro (7/11/58) coached the defensive line at Marshall 
University in 2008 after serving in the same capacity at the University 
of New Hampshire in '07. 


The Brooklyn, N.Y., native brings with him the experience as defensive 
coordinator at Duke (2004-06), the University of Massachusetts (1994, 
'98) and American International College (1987-91) in Springfield, Mass., 
in addition to serving as head coach at NCAA Division Ill Western New 
England College (Springfield, Mass.) in 1986. 


Marshall finished last season with a 4-8 record while facing a schedule 
that included nine of its 12 opponents advancing to bowl games. The 
Thundering Herd ranked fifth in scoring defense (27.7 ppg) in the 
12-team Conference USA and sixth in rushing defense (164.4 avg,). 
Junior defensive end Albert McClellan earned first-team all-conference 
accolades, with his 57 tackles including 4.5 tackles for loss, while 
sophomore Michael Janac claimed honorable mention all-league 
honors. 


His coaching resume includes a stint as defensive line coach and 


recruiting coordinator at Syracuse from 1999-2003, where his pupils 
included All-American and NFL All-Pro defensive end Dwight Freeney. 
As defensive line coach at Boston College (1995-96), Azzinaro tutored 
four linemen who signed NFL contracts. 


“| think of myself as being a great teacher and motivator’ he said. 


Azzinaro broke into the coaching profession as a graduate assistant at 
American International College in 1982 while simultaneously serving 
as head wrestling coach at Hopkins Academy (Hadley, Mass.). He 
assumed the role as linebackers and running backs coach at Westfield 
(Mass.) State College in '85 before taking over the reins at Western 
New England College the following year. 


After returning to his alma mater for a five-year stint, he began his 
first tour at Massachusetts in 1992, serving as linebackers coach 
and recruiting coordinator for two seasons before being elevated to 
defensive coordinator in '94. 


He also coached the defensive line at the University of Maine in 1998. 


A former linebacker at American International College who led his 
team in tackles his senior year, Azzinaro received his undergraduate 
degree in psychology in 1981 and his master’s in educational 
psychology from there in 1985. Included among his accomplishments 
was achieving a brown belt in combat judo as well as being crowned a 
New England Golden Gloves heavyweight novice champion. 


He and his wife, Alison Rourke, have a Great Dane, Zeus. 
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Gary Campbell 


No Oregon coach has logged a longer continuous tenure than that 

of Gary Campbell, who is in his 27th season working with the Ducks’ 
running backs. In the pass-happy Pacific-10 Conference, he has helped 
keep the alternative prominent in the program’s attack while priding 
himself in the expansion of his pupils’ talents beyond that of just 
running with the football. 


After not having led the conference in rushing since 1955, Oregon has 
now done so each of the past three seasons. Included was last year's 
school record of 3,641 yards, which led to the team finishing second in 
the country on the ground (280.1 avg.). That followed on the heels of 
the Ducks ranking sixth nationally (251.7 avg.) in 2007 with what was 
then a school-record 3,272 rushing yards. 


Among the school's 13 1,000-yard single-season rushers, Campbell 
has coached 11 of them, including top performer Jonathan Stewart, 
who set the school's single-season mark with 1,722 yards in 2007. In 
addition, he twice has tutored a pair of 1,000-yard rushers in the same 
season since 2001, as well as two Pac-10 rushing champions in Stewart 
(2007) and Saladin McCullough (1997). 


Running backs have rushed for 100 yards or more 19 times over the 
past two years, a feat the position has produced 72 times since 1997. 


After spending the off-season prior to 2007 administering innovative 
vision drills with Stewart, his prize pupil shattered the former single- 
season rushing record by nearly 400 yards and featured two games of 
more than 250 yards - the second and third highest single-game totals 
in school history. The junior also became the first Duck to surpass 
2,000 all-purpose yards in a season, finishing with 2,481. 


Campbell's players tend to develop versatility, as evidenced by a pair 
of his 1,000-yard rushers tallying more than 50 receptions in one year. 
No better example of that flexibility can be offered than Terrence 
Whitehead. In 2004, Whitehead rushed for 1,144 yards, good for 
second in the Pac-10. The following season, his talents as a receiver 
were utilized as an extension of the Ducks’ running game as the 
program's third-leading rusher of all time caught 52 passes for 490 
yards to complement his 679 yards on the ground. He became only 
the second player in school history to accumulate 100 or more yards 
rushing and receiving in the same game. 


In addition to his responsibilities coaching Oregon's running backs, 
Campbell was in charge of the team’s kickoff return game in 2005, 
which led the Pac-10 (9th in the country) as well as featured the 
nation’s top individual kickoff returner in Stewart (33.67 avg,). 


Campbell's tutelage helped Onterrio Smith (2001, '02), Maurice 

Morris (2000, 01) and Reuben Droughns (1999) become the seventh, 
eighth and ninth 1,000-yard rushers in Oregon history -- the first time 
the Ducks ever boasted of consecutive 1,000-yard ground-gainers. 
Droughns and Smith were honored as his fourth and fifth, first-team 
all-conference pupils in 1995 and 2002. Morris, a second-round NFL 
pick in 2002, became the first back-to-back 1,000-yard rusher in school 
history, and Smith, another NFL draft choice, followed suit in 2001 and 
02. 


The Ennis, Texas, native's efforts have been extremely visible in the 
school's record books as 13 of the Ducks’ top-14 single-season rushing 
totals have been recorded by Campbell proteges. Campbell's backs 
‘own Oregon's top six career rushing marks. 


A proponent of the importance of developing running backs’ all- 
around game, he successfully tutored the school's first conference 
rushing champion in 26 years in McCullough. One of the Ducks’ best 
tailbacks also established a school record by rushing for 15 TDs in 

only seven games in 1996 and equaled a Pac-10 record with five 
touchdowns in one outing. The former standard was bettered last year 
when LeGarrette Blount ran for 17 touchdowns. 


In 1995, Campbell brought the potentially outstanding career of 
senior tailback Ricky Whittle to fruition. Whittle crushed Oregon's one 
season all-purpose yardage record prior to McCullough bettering it, 
and became the program's first running back ever to haul in 50 passes. 


In 1998, he honed the talents of Droughns into becoming the first 
player in school history to rush for better than 200 yards in more than 
one game in the same season before injuries halted his ascension as 
one of the nation’s best. 


A former starting fullback at UCLA, the 58-year-old Campbell came to 
Oregon in 1983 after one season at Pacific. In addition to his playing 
days at UCLA in the early 1970s, where he scored two touchdowns in 
‘one of Oregon's biggest victories ever (1970, 41-40), he was a graduate 
assistant for the Bruins in 1976-78. 


Campbell (2/15/51) and his wife, Alola, have three daughters, Phillis 
McKinney, Traci and Janee; and one son, Bryan. 


Scott Frost joined the Oregon coaching staff as its wide receivers 
coach on Jan. 26, 2009, with the hopes of utilizing his experience as a 
national championship quarterback as well as a six-year NFL veteran. 
The 34-year-old Lincoln, Neb., native comes to Eugene after being 
elevated to co-defensive coordinator for the University of Northern 
lowa in 2008. He served as the Panthers’ linebackers coach in 2007. 


Asa collegiate standout, he quarterbacked the University of Nebraska 
to the 1997 national championship and a 42-17 Orange Bowl win over 
Tennessee. 


Northern lowa finished tied for third in the Football Championship 
Subdivision in takeaways (40) and ninth in the country in scoring 
defense (17.7 ppg) in his final year at the school, dropping a 21-20 
decision to Richmond in the national championship semifinals. In 
2007, the Panthers finished sixth in the country against the run (91.0 
avg.) and seventh in scoring defense (16.9 avg.). 


UNI completed the 2008 season with a 12-3 record, leading the 
Missouri Valley Football Conference in rushing defense (107.1 avg.) 
and scoring defense, after posting a 12-1 mark in 2007. 


Frost (1/4/75) was tutored by some of the legendary football coaching 
minds of all time, including Stanford's Bill Walsh, Nebraska's Tom 
Osborne and the New York Jets’ Bill Parcels. 


He brings with him a wide array of experience as a standout collegiate 
quarterback and a coaching background that encompasses the 
defensive side of the ball, as well as special teams. 


After quarterbacking the Huskers to an unblemished 13-0 record in 
1997, the second-team all-Big 12 Conference standout broke into 
the coaching ranks as a graduate assistant at his alma mater in 2002 
before filling the same role at Kansas State in 2006. 


He is no stranger to the West Coast as he began his collegiate career 
as a two-year letterman at Stanford in 1993 and '94 before transferring 
to Nebraska in 1995. The Huskers’ two-year starter and 1997 Johnny 
Unitas Golden Arm Award finalist quarterbacked teams to a 24-2 
record while completing 192 of 359 passes for 2,677 yards and 18 
career touchdowns. Included was a senior season in which he became 
only the 10th player in college football history to both run (1,095 yds.) 
and pass (1,237 yds.) for 1,000 yards in a single season. 


His 2,332 yards of total offense fell one yard shy of what was then the 
school’s single-season record set in 1971. 


"I'm absolutely ecstatic about this opportunity to coach at the 
University of Oregon and am excited for the chance to work with Chip 
Kelly”’ Frost said upon his hiring."They have some unique things to 
offer and the ability to attract some of the best athletes in the country. 
| feel the offense at Oregon is the best in the country and their 
potential to what they can accomplish is unlimited. 


“I feel blessed to have played and been around some really good 
coaches and have benefited from some of the best offensive minds 
with the likes of Bill Walsh and Tom Osborne,’ Frost added. 
Following his collegiate career, Frost was selected in the third round 
(67th pick) of the 1998 NFL Draft by the New York Jets, where he 
played safety and special teams from 1998-2000. His professional 
football career included stops in Cleveland (2001), Green Bay (2001- 
02) and Tampa Bay (2004). 


The two-time first-team academic all-conference choice and 1997 
second-team Academic All-American graduated with a B.A. degree in 
finance from Nebraska in 1997. 


Steve Greatwood embarks on his 18th season coaching Oregon's 
offensive line in this, his 30th season in the profession. The Eugene 
native, now in his 25th season at his alma mater, returned to Oregon as 
its defensive line coach prior to the 2000 season following a five-year 
hiatus, two of which he spent coaching in the NFL. 


The 51-year-old Greatwood was an integral part of Oregon's coaching 
staff for the first 15 seasons of his career that concluded with a berth in 
the 1995 Rose Bowl, and concentrated his efforts on the offensive line 
from 1982-94. That included the last six years of his previous tenure 
with the Ducks working with then-offensive coordinator Mike Bellotti. 


Yet he assumes the additional responsibilities as the Ducks’ running 
game coordinator in 2009 after playing a major role in three of the 
program's most prolific running attacks in school history since 2006. 


From a statistical standpoint, it could be argued that Greatwood's 2008 
interior offensive front was one of the best in school history. Oregon 
ranked second nationally in rushing (280.1 avg.), led the Pac-10 for the 
third time in as many years and set a school record with 3,641 yards on 
the ground. It also finished second in the league in fewest quarterback 
sacks allowed (20) in 2008. 


For his efforts, Greatwood was singled out as the nation’s college 
football Assistant Coach of the Year by FootballScoop.com following 
the 2008 campaign, in addition to being previously praised as one the 
top assistant coaches in the country by Rivals.com. 


One of the nation’s most underrated technicians, the former Oregon 
standout tutored two-time All-American Max Unger, who was chosen 
in the second round of the 2009 NFL Draft by Seattle. Unger was one 
of only three Oregon offensive linemen drafted into the NFL over the 
past two years, while a fourth was signed as a free agent. 


In addition to the Ducks first setting a single-season rushing record in 
2007, they established a single-game record 465 yards on the ground 
at Washington. 


During the 2006 season, the Ducks allowed only 16 sacks to place 
second in the league in fewest sacks allowed, as his unit played a big 


part in Oregon leading the league in rushing (182.2 avg,) for the first 
time since 1955. 


His return on the offensive line in 2005 paid immediate dividends as 
he molded a relatively inexperienced group that included only two 
returning starters into one that was forced to quickly adapt to a new 
offensive scheme. The result was an offense which improved from 
10th to third in the Pacific-10 Conference in quarterback sacks allowed 
(20) as well as ranked among the top 20 in the country in three of four 
major offensive categories. 


While overseeing the defensive line in 2004, the Ducks held their 
opponents to 122.1 yards per game on the ground ~ the fifth 
consecutive season under Greatwood the UO defensive line has 
helped hold its opponents under 125 yards per game rushing. 


In 2003, the Duck defensive line helped post a 16th national ranking 
against the run (107.1 ypg,), highlighted by trio of al-league 
defensive linemen. Both Igor Olshansky and Junior Siavii were drafted 
in the second round of the 2004 NFL draft. 


Oregon's rushing defense ranked first in the conference in 2000 (118.2 
avg.) and second in 2001 (115.3 avg.), while the 2002 unit allowed 
118.2 yards per game to rank 25th nationally. 


Greatwood's defensive lines held opponents to negative rushing yards 
on four occasions in the five seasons, including -3 net yards by No. 

3 Michigan in 2003, and limited a Colorado team that came into the 
2002 Fiesta Bowl ranked eighth in the country in rushing (228.5 avg.) 
to only 49 yards. 


Following the 1994 season and Oregon's Pacific-10 Conference 
championship, Greatwood departed with former Ducks’ head coach 
Rich Brooks to coach the offensive line and tight ends with the St. 
Louis Rams. He rejoined the collegiate ranks in 1997 at Maryland 
before returning to the West Coast the following year and heading the 
offensive line at USC. During his stay with the Trojans, he aided in the 
development of two-time all-conference lineman and All-American 
Travis Claridge. 


In addition to his various coaching duties along the offensive line, 
Greatwood spent all but one year of his previous stint as a full-time 
Oregon assistant also tutoring the team’s tight ends. 


The former Churchill High School standout completed his playing 
career with an appearance in the Hula Bowl in 1980 and was the 
recipient of the Bob Officer Award, given to the Oregon player who 
makes a major contribution to the success of the program despite 
physical adversity. Greatwood later signed as a free agent with the 
San Francisco 49ers before initiating his coaching career as the Ducks’ 
defensive graduate assistant for two years. 


Greatwood (8/15/58) and his wife, Sheri, have three daughters, Kallie, 
Emmy and Tessa. 


Joining the staff as Oregon's new offensive coordinator and 
quarterbacks coach is Mark Helfrich, who has spent the past three 
seasons in an identical role at the University of Colorado. 


The Oregon native and the Ducks’ former graduate assistant coach 
(1997) brings with him 11 years of experience coaching quarterbacks 
at the NCAA Bowl Subdivision (formerly Division |) level at Boise State 
(1998-2000), Arizona State (2001-05) and Colorado (2006-08), and will 
concentrate his efforts on the Ducks’ passing attack. 


Helfrich’s pupils gained their greatest acclaim during his tenure at 
Arizona State under former Oregon offensive coordinator Dirk Koetter, 
who elevated Helfrich to passing game coordinator in 2003. During 
his five-year stint in Tempe, Arizona State blossomed into one of the 
top passing teams in the country. In his final season there, the Sun 
Devils finished third in the NCAA and led the Pac-10 in passing yards 
per game (373.9 avg.). ASU posted a school-record 4,481 yards passing 
that season to elevate its five-year total to 18,686 yards (306.3 avg.) 
during his stay. 


His quarterbacks put up numbers that ranked in the top three of the 
Pac-10 all five years he was there, leading the league twice (2004, 
2005) and finishing second in 2001. His units also finished among the 
top 10 in the NCAA on three different occasions, as ASU was ranked 
fifth nationally in 2004 and ninth in 2002 before the school's highest 
finish ever with the third place effort in 2005. 


“Mark not only impressed me as a very intelligent individual but 

as someone who utilized that knowledge to coach quarterbacks 

at both Boise State and Arizona State,’ Kelly said. "He was highly 
recommended by everyone he has ever worked with and | view him as 
one of the rising offensive minds in this game.” 


Ranking as the third-youngest offensive coordinator in the nation a 
year ago (and the youngest at a BCS school), Helfrich’s offense’s were 
marked by improvement each of his first two seasons at Colorado, 
with the Buffaloes’ 5-7 record highlighted by a 17-14 overtime win 
over West Virginia a year ago. 


His first Colorado offense averaged 4.5 yards per carry and featured 
three different players rushing for 500 yards or more for just the 10th 
time in school history. His 2007 team was just the third in school 
history to gain 1,000 yards on offense more than the previous season 
in the same number of games, and scored 30 or more points five times 
ina season for the first time since 2002. 


At Arizona State, he played a significant role in the development of 
quarterback Andrew Walter, who set school records for both career 
(85) and single-season touchdowns (30) in addition to shattering the 
previous Pac-10 record for career touchdown passes, previously set 
by Stanford's John Elway (77). One of only two players in ASU history 
to tally 3,000 passing yards in a season, Walter did it for a third time in 
2004 with a best of 3,150 yards. 


Walter, a third-round NFL draft pick by the Oakland Raiders in 2005, 
finished his collegiate career as the Sun Devils’ career record holder 

in nearly every passing category, in addition to total offense. When 
Walter missed the 2004 Sun Bowl against Purdue with an injury, 
Helfrich tutored sophomore understudy Sam Keller to the game's MVP 
honors. 


Working three years as the quarterback coach at Boise State, he 
tutored one of school's all-time greats in Bart Hendricks, the 1999 and 
2000 Big West Conference Player of the Year. In 2000, he guided the 
Broncos to the country’s fourth-best passing offense with 321.5 yards 
per game. 


Helfrich (10/28/73) graduated with a bachelor’s degree in biology from 
Southern Oregon University in 1996, where he lettered four years at 
quarterback. He was an NAIA Scholar-Athlete as a sophomore in 1993, 
leading the nation in total offense while earning NAIA honorable 
mention All-America accolades and first-team Columbia Football 
Association honors in the process. That season, he accumulated 3,196 
yards of total offense, including 2,712 passing (23 touchdowns) and 
484 rushing (three scores), and topped the 400-yard mark in single- 
game total offense three times. 


He began his coaching career as running backs coach at his alma 
mater in 1996 before playing and coaching (offensive coordinator) in 
Europe with the Vienna (Austria) Vikings in the winter of 1997. 


Born in Medford, the 1992 Marshfield (Coos Bay) High School graduate 
and his wife, Megan, are the parents of one son, Max. 


John Neal, who has accumulated 25 years of experience tutoring 
defensive secondaries in the Pacific-10, Southeastern, Conference 
USA and Western Athletic conferences, enters his seventh season with 
Oregon. 


The personable Mountain View, Calif., native has fostered an 
aggressive mentality amongst his players at every place he has 
coached that is conducive to his defenders focusing on the football 
as much as opponents’ receivers. The result has been the building 
of secondaries that have been among the nation’s leaders in 
interceptions. 


The Ducks’ 20 interceptions in 2007 were the second-most among 
Pac-10 schools and tied for tenth in the nation, while cornerback Jairus 
Byrd tied for ninth (0.54 avg.) among individuals. Neal's defensive 
backs were a large factor in UO's top Pac-10 ranking in turnover 
margin (0.69 avg., 18th nationally), after a second-to-last finish in that 
statistic in 2006. 


Oregon's 16 interceptions in 2008 tied for third in the conference, 
with cornerback Walter Thurmond tying for the league lead and Byrd 
finishing third. 


It finished second in the country with 23 interceptions in 2005, 
marking the program's most thefts in 37 years, as well as the Pacific-10 
Conference's runner-up in pass efficiency defense (26th nationally). He 
played a major role in the Ducks leading the league in total defense 
for the first time since 1958 as well as pass defense for the second 
straight year in 2006. 


He has been credited with much of the development of his players 
as well, with at least three members of the secondary earning all- 
conference honors each of the last four seasons. Byrd and Patrick 
Chung were both named first-team Pac-10 all-conference choices a 
year ago - the first time in 14 years the Ducks have been accorded 
more than one first-team league honoree in the secondary in the 
same year — increasing his number of first-team Pac-10 pupils to 
five. Chung had attracted All-America attention each of the past two 
seasons. 


In Neal's first two seasons at Oregon, its pass defense improved from 
a 291.2 avg. in 2002 to 216.8 avg. in 2004. Another vast improvement 
was the team’s pass efficiency defense, ranking 46th (120.7, 2003) and 
57th (121.8, 2004) nationally after landing at 102nd (140.8) in 2002. 


Prior to arriving at Oregon during the spring of 2003, Neal spent eight 
seasons coaching the defensive backs at Alabama-Birmingham. He 
served as defensive coordinator his last two seasons at UAB, where the 
Blazers ranked fifth in the country in total defense in 2001 (265.9 avg.), 
UAB was also among the national defensive leaders in 2000, ranking 
ninth in the country in scoring defense and 11th in total defense. 


Helping UAB upgrade from the NCAA Division I-AA level to full 

|-A status in Conference USA, Neal assisted in building the Blazers’ 
program in many ways aside from his work in the secondary. He 
volunteered to be the team’s recruiting coordinator, a position he 
held for six years. He also assumed duties with UAB's special teams, 
instructing punters, the punt return team and kick return team at 
some point during his eight-year tenure. The Blazers blocked nine 
punts, returning five for touchdowns, during a two-year span from 
1999-2000. 


Before moving to UAB in 1995, Neal served as secondary coach at 
Mississippi from 1992-94. His 1993 squad led the nation in total 
defense (234.5 avg.) and ranked third against the pass while allowing 
the fewest touchdown passes in the country (5). The Rebels finished 
sixth nationally in pass defense while leading the SEC in 1994. 


Neal sandwiched a pair of stints as defensive coordinator at Pacific 
(1990-91) and East Tennessee State (1986) around a three-year tenure 
as defensive backs coach at Oregon State (1987-89). The Beavers 
ranked second in the Pac-10 in pass defense in 1987 (183.3 avg.). 


The 1980 Brigham Young graduate earned all-WAC honors at 
defensive back as a senior in 1979. He transferred to BYU after playing 
two seasons at Foothill Junior College (Los Altos Hills, Calif.). 


He broke into the coaching profession as a graduate assistant at his 
alma mater in the spring of 1980 before moving to New Mexico to 
coach the Lobos’ junior varsity team that fall. Neal was elevated to 
full-time assistant coach at New Mexico in 1981, where he coached 
linebackers and defensive backs through the 1985 campaign. 


Neal (12/18/56) and his wife, Jan, are the parents of one son, Casey, 
and two daughters, Caitlin and Christin. 


‘Tom Osborne returned for a second stint with the Ducks prior to the 
2007 season, with the special teams coordinator and tight ends coach 
restoring the levels of productivity and energy of his areas to that prior 
to his 2001 hiatus. 


It didn’t take long for Coach"Oz" to make his presence felt, lifting 
Oregon's units on special teams out of the bottom ranks of the Pac-10 
statistical standings during the 2007 season's 9-4 campaign. The Ducks 
placed second in the conference in kickoff returns (23.96 avg., 14th 
nationally), fourth in kickoff coverage (42.9 net avg.) and ranked fifth in 
net punting (36.69 avg., 34th in the nation) in his first season following 
his return. Andiel Brown led the Pac-10 in punt returns (10.41 avg.) and 
Jonathan Stewart was third in kick returns (26.70 avg.). 


Ayear ago, Oregon ranked 16th nationally (3rd in the Pac-10) in 
punt returns (12.5 avg.), while Jairus Byrd and Walter Thurmond both 
finished third in the league, respectively, running back punts and 
kickoffs. 


Prior to beginning his second Eugene tenure, the 48-year-old Osborne 
had spent six seasons as the assistant head coach, special teams 
coordinator and tight ends coach at Arizona State, after coordinating 
Oregon's special teams and tutoring its tight ends from 1995 through 
2000. During his tenure with the Sun Devils, Osborne's units blocked 
11 punts. 


Osborne was named the Division IA National Special Teams 
Coordinator of the Year by American Football Coaches Monthly 
Magazine following the 2003 season. His success in placing a high 
priority on the different phases of the kicking game has been well 
documented. 


He coached the only team in ASU history to have both the punt return 
and kickoff return units rank among the top 10 in the nation in the 
same year (2005). In addition, he oversaw the only team in the nation 
to have back-to-back years ranked in the top 10 in kickoff returns 
(2005 and 2006). 


His Sun Devils led the Pac-10 in kickoff coverage (16th nationally) in 
2004 and ranked No. 2 in the country in kickoff returns in 2006. ASU 
also ranked among the top 27 in the nation in net punting four of his 
six seasons. 


Along the way, he has been instrumental in the development of 16 All- 
Americans, 15 first-team all-conference standouts and 12 second-team 
all-league honorees in his 28-year coaching career. 


Yet his role tutoring tight ends has not taken a back seat, as evidenced 
by CBSsports.com naming him one of the top five tight end coaches in 
the country in June of 2008. 


Osborne guided Oregon's Ed Dickson, who as a sophomore was the 
team's second-leading receiver with 43 receptions, 453 yards and three 


touchdowns. Dickson improved his productivity a year ago with 508 
receiving yards. 


At ASU, Zach Miller earned first-team All-America honors in 2006 after 
catching 50 passes for 484 yards and four touchdowns. Over three 
seasons, ASU's all-time receptions leader at the position caught more 
passes (144) than any other tight end in the country while his yardage 
(1,512) was second nationally during that span. 


Under Osborne's supervision, Oregon's special teams play during 
his first tour of duty was arguably the best in the Pac-10, if not the 
country. The Ducks ranked either first or second in the Pac-10 in 

kickoff coverage each of his six seasons, among the top three in kickoff 
returns five of six years and among the top three in net punting on 
four occasions. Before departing Eugene in 2000, Oregon led the 
league in kickoff coverage (17.04 avg.), kickoff returns (22.5 avg.) and 
net punting (37.7 avg.). 


From a statistical standpoint, Osborne also coached Oregon's top two 
tight ends of all time (Josh Wilcox - 103 receptions, Blake Spence - 

92 catches). During his first six years, the Ducks’ tight ends annually 
averaged close to 50 catches for 700 yards and seven touchdowns. 
Wilcox, Spence, Jed Weaver and Justin Peelle each received All-Pac-10 
and All-America honors. 


Prior to joining the Oregon staff, the Washington native coached 
running backs and tight ends at Boise State for two seasons (1993-94) 
and coached at Portland State from 1986-92. During his time with the 
Broncos, Del Graven set the BSU single-season record for catches by a 
tight end with 55. 


The 1983 Washington State graduate and former wide receiver served 
asa student coach for the Cougars (1981-82) as well as a graduate 
assistant (1983-85) at his alma mater. 


Osborne (9/27/60) and his wife, Monica, have one son, Tyler, and one 
daughter, Ashley. 


Few coaches have been as successful developing talent as 22nd-year 
Oregon assistant Don Pellum, who also continues to coordinate much 
of the program's recruiting efforts in addition to coaching the team's 
middle and weak side linebackers. 


Completing his playing career with the Ducks in 1984, the former 
starting linebacker continued his association with his alma mater in 
1985 as a graduate assistant coach. Since then, his tenure has covered 
a number of responsibilities, including recruiting coordinator as well 
as coaching Oregon's linebackers, safeties and defensive line. He has 
remained at Oregon ever since, with the exception of a one-year stint 
as defensive line coach, strength coach and academic coordinator 

at Willamette University in 1987 and three years heading up the 
recruiting efforts at the University of California (1990-92). 


His unit was instrumental in Oregon ranking 23rd in the country in 


rushing defense last season (119.4 avg.) while finishing second in the 
Pac-10. Yet his influence over the program's success runs much deeper 
than just that of statistics. 


Pellum has developed a knack for bringing out the best from his 
players while concerning himself with their development aside from 
football as well. His players have led Oregon's defense in quarterback 
sacks eight of the last 16 years, including 26 of the Ducks’ 38 sacks in 
1999 by the defensive front four. Duck fans also fondly remember an 
inexperienced group prior to the 1994 campaign that keyed back-to- 
back New Year's Day bowl appearances following the 1994 and’95 
campaigns. 


Yet few of his accomplishments could be any more rewarding than in 
2005 when he transformed a unit which included only one returnee 
with any significant line-of-scrimmage experience at the major college 
level. What resulted was one that helped Oregon lead the Pacific-10 
Conference in total defense and pass defense, in addition to finishing 
third in scoring defense. While his trio of 2005 starters began the 
season accumulating only 89 tackles during their Oregon careers, they 
tallied 207 between them that year alone. 


Included was second-team all-conference outside linebacker Anthony 
Trucks, who led the team with 99 tackles en route to pacing the Pac-10 
in quarterback sacks (11, tied for 8th in the nation), tackles for loss 
(15.5) and forced fumbles (5, tied for 7th nationally). In all, Pellum has 
been credited with much of the development for 20 Pac-10 all-league 
honorees in the last 16 seasons, including 2002 NFL draft choice Wesly 
Mallard. 


Last season, Pellum assisted in the development of first-year starter 
Spencer Paysinger into the team’s second-leading tackler (95), with all 
three of the unit's starters finishing among the team’s top six tacklers. 


One of Oregon's most popular former players, Pellum returned to 
coaching on a full-time basis in 1993 following six years as a recruiting 
coordinator in the Pac-10. 


Pellum was responsible with assembling outstanding recruiting 
classes with Oregon and while at California, and has been responsible 
for directing some of the Ducks’ best recruiting efforts in school history 
since his return. His recruiting efforts help land him on the list among 
the nation’s top 25 recruiters by Rivals.com after the Ducks were 
named the No. 11 recruiting class in the country in 2007. 


The 47-year-old Banning, Calif., native was a graduate assistant 

at Oregon for two years while completing an advanced degree 

in telecommunications and film, coaching the tight ends, and 
assembling the scout teams. He also has completed some work toward 
his Ph.D. 


Pellum (1/26/62) and his wife, Marla, are the parents of one son, 
Ronnie. 


One of the most overlooked elements in the success of Oregon's 
student-athletes is Jim Radcliffe, who is in the midst of his 23rd year as 
the school's head strength and conditioning coach. He not only plays 
a significant role in the Ducks’ football program as the designer of the 
year-round conditioning calendar but also has been quick to aid the 
athletic development of athletes in all sports. 


Radcliffe, who guided the receivers during much of the 1999 fall camp, 
furnishes the student-athletes with a wide variety of exercise through 
weight training and lifting systems, and is a noted authority in the field 
of exercises dealing with the improvement of speed and quickness. 


The 51-year-old native of McCloud, Calif., became assistant strength 
coach at Oregon in 1985, a position he held for two years before 
assuming the duties of head coach in that area. 


Radcliffe taught and coached a variety of sports and was the athletic 
trainer for four years at Aloha High School from 1980-83. 


He then did graduate study at Colorado and worked in private 
business prior to joining the Ducks’ staff. Graduating from Pacific (Ore.) 
with a degree in physical education and health in 1980, he played 

four seasons at defensive back and was captain of the special teams. 
Radcliffe earned his Master's in biomechanics from Oregon in 1992. 


Radcliffe (2/10/58) is active in national organizations surrounding 

his profession and is certified by the United States Weightlifting 
Federation. He also has written books, been published in numerous. 
professional journals and produced videos on plyometrics, one of the 
most effective exercise techniques. 


Radcliffe’s wife, Janice, is an instructor and fitness director in the 
University’s department of physical education and recreation. 


Peter Sirmon is in his first season as a graduate assistant coach, joining 
the Oregon staffin February 2009. 


Sirmon, 32, returned to his alma mater after serving as an assistant 
coach at Central Washington University in 2008, where he worked with 
the team's linebackers and the kickoff coverage unit. 


An all-Pac-10 linebacker and four-year starter for the Ducks from 1996 
to 1999, Sirmon spent seven seasons in the NFL - five as a starter - with 
the Tennessee Titans, who selected him in the fourth round of the 
2000 NFL Draft. 


A 1999 graduate of the University of Oregon, Sirmon holds a B.S. in 
Political Science with a minor in Business Administration. 


Married to wife Lindsay, the couple has four children: Jackson, 8; 
Austyn, 7; Savanna, 5; and Sienna, 2 


Jeff Hawkins is in his ninth season as Oregon's director of football 
operations. Hawkins, 54, served in a similar position under Mike 
Bellotti at Chico State from 1985-87. He also had stints as an assistant 
coach and recruiting coordinator at Dartmouth (1987-91) and Tulane 
(1992-95). 


Originally from Kingston, Mass., Hawkins spent three years in the Army 
following his 1972 graduation from Silver Lake High School where his 
teammates included current college head coaches Buddy Teevens 
(Dartmouth) and Tim Murphy (Harvard). After completing his tour 
and receiving an honorable discharge, Hawkins attended Bridgewater 
State, where he started all four years on the defensive line and was 
named co-captain his senior year. 


After earning his bachelor's degree in physical education from 
Bridgewater State, he spent the five years in the front office of the 
NFL's New England Patriots before joining Bellotti at Chico State. 


Prior to coming to Oregon, he lived in New Orleans for 10 years where 
he worked at Tulane and later served as director of special projects 
for the Sugar Bowl (1996-01), and vice president of Special Olympics 
Louisiana for four years. 


Jeff and his wife Amy live in Eugene and have one daughter, Gabrielle, 
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One of the most successful football coaches 
in the history of the University of Oregon 
has turned his attention towards overseeing 
the entire operation of the school’s athletics 
department as of July 1, 2009. And if he is as 
productive in his new role as he was in his 
first 20 years of his Oregon tenure, there is 
little doubt the fortunes of the department 
will continue to flourish. 


While the practice of elevating former 
coaches to athletics departments’ top 

spots is no longer the norm, the move to 
place Mike Bellotti in charge of one of the 
university's most visible positions not only 
speaks volumes for his regard nationally 
among collegiate athletics circles but also his 
intuitive administrative sense and leadership 
skills. 


Stepping aside as the Ducks’ winningest 
football coach ever (116-55) following 14 
seasons at the helm, Bellotti guided the 
program to an unprecedented 12 post-season 
appearances and six bowl triumphs, shares 

of two Pacific-10 Conference titles, a school- 
record 11 wins anda No. 2 national ranking 

in 2001, eight or more victories in a single 
season nine times, as well as a Top-25 national 
finish on six occasions in the past 10 years. 


Since first becoming a part of the Oregon 
football coaching staff as offensive 
coordinator and quarterbacks coach under 
Rich Brooks in 1989, the 36-year coaching 
veteran was instrumental in assembling close 
to 28 percent (155) of the school’s 558 all- 
time victories. He also retired from coaching 
as the third-winningest football mentor in 
conference history in regards to league wins 
(72-43) - trailing only UCLA's Terry Donahue 
(98-51-5, 1976-95) and Washington's Don 
James (97-38-2, 1975-92). 


In addition to his 137-80-2 career collegiate 
ledger, the Northern California native became 
only the sixth football coach in Pac-10 
Conference history to win 100 games at one 


school, while his Oregon winning percentage 
of 67.8 percent trails only Hugo Bezdek 
(72.7%—1906, 1913-17) among the school’s 
all-time mentors who have coached the 
Ducks a minimum of three seasons. 


There is little question that his experience 
gained from elevating the Ducks’ football 
program into one of the most respected and 
successful in the country will serve him well 
as he tackles the economic challenges that lie 
ahead in collegiate athletics. In addition, he 
remains a strong proponent of maintaining 
the athletics department's financial self- 
sustainability from the rest of the university. 


The former UC Davis honors student and 1973 
graduate, Bellotti (12-21-50) is in his second 
year as chairman of the NCAA Football Rules 
Committee in addition to having completed 
five years on the Board of Trustees for the 
American Football Coaches Association 
before stepping down as the association's 
third vice president. 


His respect among a variety of campus 
constituents also was evidenced by his 
selection to the University’s presidential 
transition team as Oregon welcomed 
incoming President Richard Lariviere on July 
1, 2009, following Dave Frohnmayer's 15 years 
as the UO leader. 


The passions have always run much deeper 
than that of just football for the state’s most 
recognizable collegiate athletics figure who 
contributed to the elevation of football 
fortunes throughout the state. He has 
sponsored an annual charity golf tournament 
since 1995 - the Mike Bellotti Golf Classic 

- which raised a single-year record of 
$151,000 in 2008 for the Muscular Dystrophy 
Association, and has accumulated gross 
proceeds in excess of $1.1 million the past 15 
years. In addition, he has personally donated 
more than $50,000 to the university's library 
system since the establishment of the Bellotti 
Family Library Endowment Fund in 2002. 


Bellotti certainly could not have scripted his 
farewell to the coaching ranks much better, 
beginning with a resounding 56-21 Sun Bowl 
win over South Florida to close the 2007 
campaign. The momentum continued in 
2008 as his final Oregon squad put together 
its fourth campaign of 10 or more wins in 
the decade, culminating in four-consecutive 
victories to end the season. Included was a 
dominating 65-38 triumph at Oregon State 
— the most points ever scored by either team 
in the 112 meetings between the intrastate 
rivals - followed by a 42-31 win over 
Oklahoma State in the Holiday Bowl. 


The Ducks finished his final year with a 10-3 
record and ranked ninth in the country in the 
USA Today (coaches) poll, while The Sporting 
News tabbed Bellotti as its Pac-10 Coach of 
the Year. 


In 2008, Oregon shattered school marks for 
rushing yardage (3,641), total offense (6,303) 
and scoring (545) for the second year ina 
row, while the offense topped 60 points 
three times and scored 50 or more points on 
five occasions. The nation’s second-ranked 
rushing offense (280.1 avg.) led the league for 
the third year in a row, produced two 1,000- 
yard rushers for the second time in school 
history, and placed three runners among the 
top 10in the Pac-10. 


Bellotti coached the Ducks to a school-record 
11-win season in 2001 as Oregon crushed 
Colorado, 38-16, in the Fiesta Bowl to finish 
with an all-time high national ranking of 
second in the Associated Press and USA 
Today/ESPN Coaches polls. For his efforts, 
Bellotti was one of seven finalists for the Paul 
“Bear” Bryant College Football Coach of the 
Year Award. 


In 2005, Oregon's 10 wins represented the 
program's greatest single-season turnaround 


in 77 years. 


The former California State Chico head coach 
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wasted little time leaving his mark on an 
Oregon program which snapped a 25-year 
postseason drought in his first season as 

an assistant in Eugene, with the Ducks 
surpassing all previous team scoring records 
in 1989. His initial six-year association with 
the university resulted in the establishment 
or equivalency of no fewer than 40 team 
and individual single-game and season UO 
records. 


Born in Sacramento, Calif,, he assumed 
control over a program which had just won 
its first undisputed Pacific-10 Conference title 
in school history and received its first Rose 
Bowl invitation in four decades. What resulted 


For the first time in 16 years, the University of 
Oregon welcomes a new leader at the helm 
of the state's flagship institution of higher 
education. Richard Lariviere officially began 
his role as president of the Eugene university 
on July 1, 2009, following three years as 
executive vice chancellor and provost at the 
University of Kansas. 


Lariviere succeeded Dave Frohnmayer, who 
had served as president of the state's largest 
university since 1994. 


As the chief academic officer at Kansas, 
Lariviere had overseen the reorganization 

of the KU graduate school and the School of 
Fine Arts, as well expansion efforts to KU's 
School of Pharmacy and student recruitment 
tools. 


Prior to his tenure in Lawrence, Kan, Lariviere 
worked as dean of the College of Liberal 

Arts at the University of Texas at Austin from 
1999 to 2006. During his tenure heading the 
nation’s largest college of liberal arts, the 
college's rate of external research funding 
doubled, a $120 million capital campaign 
was completed, and more than 230 faculty 
members were hired. 


was Oregon's first-year mentor coaching the 
team toa second-consecutive New Year's Day 
appearance for the first time in school history 
as the Ducks equaled the previous season's 
effort with a nine-win season and a Cotton 
Bowl appearance in 1995. 


During his Oregon tenure, Bellotti has

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NOTABLE OREGON STANDOUTS 


Steve Barnett (1960-62) — Oregon's two-time All- 
American and three-time All-Coast lineman was one of 
the primary benefactors for Mel Renfro and Bob Berry, 
helping the Ducks establish a school record for total 
offense in 1960 (3,671 yards)...Looms as one of the pro- 
gram’s only two standouts (along with Joey Harrington) 
ever to receive All-America honors on the field as well 
as in the classroom, and equally adept on both offense 
and defense...Drafted in the second round by Chicago 
in 1963, concluded two-year professional career in 1964 with Washington 


J.W. Beckett (1913-16) — The exceptional halfback 
and defensive tackle co-captained Oregon team that beat 
Pennsylvania for the school's lone Rose Bowl victory as a 
senior, before proceeding to do the same the following 
year for the Mare Island Marines... The 185-pound Portland 
(Washington High School) standout was enshrined into 
the National Football Foundation and College Hall of 
Fame before inducted into the inaugural class of Oregon's 
Athletic Hall of Fame in 1992... The retired brigadier gen- 
eral was assigned to the football coaching staff at Naval Academy in the late 
1920s and named to Rutgers’ football hall of fame as a player-coach in 1972. 
6 1964 first-team All-American endured a nine-year NFL 
career with Minnesota and Atlanta after being drafted 

in the 11th round by Philadelphia, throwing for 9,197 yards and 64 touch- 
downs ...Inducted into the state of Oregon Sports Hall of Fame in 1987, was 
a member of the university's Athletic Hall of Fame inaugural class of 1992. 
9 defensive player-of-the-game acclaim...The 18th player 
chosen in the 1976 NFL draft started eight seasons in 

Buffalo, earning a spot on the league's all-rookie team before completing 


pro career with a Super Bowl championship in San Francisco in 1985...NFL 
tenure punctuated by totalling 26 interceptions. 


Bob Berry (1962-64) — Guided Oregon tothree-straight 
winning seasons for the first time in more than 25 years 
as well as its first post-season triumph (Sun Bowl) in 46 
seasons... The school's first quarterback ever to record 
back-to-back 1,000-yard seasons passing completed 
collegiate career accumulating 4,543 yards total offense 
as well as 4,297 yards and 39 touchdowns passing... The 


Mario Clark (1972-75) — Oregon's first true freshman 
defensive back ever to make his collegiate debut in the 
starting lineup also became the Pac-8's first freshman 
to earn conference defensive player of the week ac- 
colades...Accumulated 13 interceptions for 64 yards 
during a collegiate career highlighted by earning first- 
team all-conference honors (1975) as well as Senior Bowl 


Dennis Dixon (2004-07) — Oregon's dual-threat 
quarterback put together one of the best senior seasons 
in school history...Arguably the top performer among 
all college signal callers in 2007 before a knee injury 
prematurely curtailed his Heisman Trophy campaign 
and ultimately ended the Ducks’ BCS title game hopes... 
Guided Oregon to an 8-1 record and a No. 2 seed in the 
+) BCS standings... The Pacific-10 Conference's unanimous 
Offensive Player of the Year and honorable mention All- 
American finished ninth on the school's single-season total offense chart 
(2,719 yards) despite playing in only 10 games. ..Completing his requirements 
for his major in sociology in less than four years, his accolades combining 
his academic (3.33 gpa) and athletic talents were unprecedented in the 
football program's history... Finishing fourth in the balloting for Associated 
Press Player-of-the-Year, he was one of three finalists for the Maxwell Award 
(College Player of the Year) and the Davey O’Brien National Quarterback 
Award as well as one of five finalists for the Walter Camp Player-of-the-Year 
award...His academic achievements were even more impressive as the ESPN 
the Magazine Academic All-District quarterback was one of five student- 
athletes in school history (and Oregon's first football player ever) to be 
bestowed with the NCAA Top Vill Award....He also was the recipient of the 
National Football Foundation’s Scholar-Athlete Award and accompanying 
post-graduate scholarship...Completed his collegiate career as the single- 
season and all-time school record-holder in passing completion percentage 
(67.7% and 63.9%, respectively)... Also established the school's standard for 
most career rushing yards (1,208) by an Oregon quarterback, while his 583 
yards on the ground in 2007 finished second only to Reggie Ogburn’s 644 
yards from 1979 among the school's signal callers...Concluded his career 
sixth on Oregon's all-time list for total offense (6,339 yards) and eighth in 
passing yards (5,129)...A major league baseball prospect in the Atlanta 
Braves organization, he was drafted in the fifth round of the 2008 NFL Draft 
by the Pittsburgh Steelers. 


Tom Drougas (1969-71) — Earned first-team All- 
America honors his senior year while blocking for the 
likes of Dan Fouts and Bobby Moore (Ahmad Rashad), 
helping pave the way for Pac-8's individual rushing 
leader... Also named to conference's all-academic team 
...The five-year NFL veteran made professional stops in 
Baltimore, Denver, Kansas City and Miami after being the 
22nd player chosen in the 1972 NFL draft. 


Dan Fouts (1970-72) — Oregon's 1972 MVP, became 
school's first quarterback to eclipse the 2,000 single- 
season passing yards barrier...Set no fewer than 19 
school records, including total offense (5,871), passing 
yards (5,995) and touchdown passes (37)...Drafted in 
the third round by San Diego in 1973, enjoyed a stellar 
14-year professional career, passing for 43,040 yards 
and 254 touchdowns...Established NFL records for most 
300-yard games (51) and 3,000-yard seasons (6)...One 
of only three pro quarterbacks to throw for more than 40,000 yards during 
a career, set eight NFL records and 42 team marks before retiring in 1987... 
The 1982 NFL MVP played in six Pro Bowls before being inducted into NFL 
Hall of Fame in July 1993...Named to state of Oregon's Sports Hall of Fame 
as well as university's Athletic Hall of Fame. 


NOTABLE OREGON STANDOUTS 


Russ Francis (1973) — Regarded as one of NFL's most 
prolifictight ends of his time despite lettering in football 
at Oregon only one season... Suffering a broken leg during 
Oregon's 1972 season, returned following year to catch 31 
passes for 495 yards and four TDs... The 1973 all-league 
honoree was selected 16th in the 1975 NFL draft by New 
England...Retired in 1989 following a 14-year career with 
the Patriots and San Francisco...The four-time Pro Bowl 
selection compiled 5,262 yards, 393 catches and 40 

touchdowns in his career and was a member of the 49ers' 1985 Super Bow! 

champions. 


Vince Goldsmith (1977-80) —The defensive tackle’s 
5-foot-11, 230-pound stature didn’t serve as an obstacle 
— it only proved to make his feats that more amazing... 
The two-time first-team all-conference choice not only 
looms as school’s only defensive lineman ever to receive 
the Morris Trophy as league's top lineman (1980), he was 
included as part of Oregon's all-time team in 1995 by the 
Register-Guard... The 1980 Associated Press second-team 
All-American completed his career recording 281 tackles, 
including 34 tackles for loss...Posted 13 tackles in his collegiate debut as 
a true freshman starter...Parlayed best statistical season as a sophomore, 
accumulating 87 tackles (62 unassisted) and 14 tackles for losses...The 
Tacoma, Wash., prep standout excelled as a two-sport phenom in the high 
school and collegiate ranks, emerging from the nation’s No. 1-ranked high 
school shot putter to a NCAA championships qualifier who remains sixth 
on Ducks’ all-time list (63-10 1/4)...Following his collegiate career, enjoyed 
10-year tenure in the Canadian Football League with Saskatchewan, Calgary, 
Tornoto and Hamilton, earning league's most outstanding rookie award in 
1981...Inducted into Oregon Hall of Fame in 2002. 


Joey Harrington (1998-01) — Graduated as one of 
most prolific athletes in school history, becoming Ducks’ 
first Heisman Trophy finalist (4th) ever ompleted col- 
legiate career third on school ledger in passing (6,911 
yards), total offense (7,121 yards) and TD passes (59), yet 
biggest legacy is that as a winner..."Captain Comeback” 
accumulated 11-2 recordin games Oregon trailed or tied 
in the fourth quarter...

2002 Fiesta) as he willed Oregon to its highest national ranking in history

touchdowns...Not only accounted for more touchdowns running, passing 
and receiving (78) than any other Oregon player, scored more points (108) 
than any other quarterback in school history... The third overall player cho- 
sen in the 2002 NFL draft became Detroit's first rookie quarterback to throw 
for over 300 yards in one game (309 against Minnesota)...Spent 2006 with 
Miami, tossing 12 TDs in 11 games...Signed as a free agent with Atlanta in 
2007, starting 10 games and recording his highest completion percentage 
as a pro (215 of 348, 61.8 percent)... Enters his eighth NFL season (2nd with 
New Orleans),having completed 1,424 of 2,538 passes (56.1%) for 14,693 yards 
and 79 touchdowns while making 76 NFL starts among his 81 appearances. 


C.A.“Shy” Huntington (1914-16) — Better known as 
Shy, the Ducks'1917 Rose Bowl hero stymied Pennsylvania 
with four interceptions, a 15-yard touchdown pass and 
ran for another score...Earned first-team All-America 
and all-Pacific Coast Conference acclaim his final year 
before becoming the first individual to both play and 
coach the same school in the Rose Bowl...Guided his 
alma mater to a one-point setback in the 1920 classic 
while accumulating a 26-12-6 ledger in six seasons at the 
Oregon helm...A member of the Register-Guard’s all-time Oregon team, was 
inducted into the Rose Bow! Hall of Fame in 1992, followed by the Duck's 
Athletic Hall of Fame the following year. 


Hollis Huntington (1916, 1918-19) — One of the few 
standouts to play in three Rose Bowls, pacing Oregon's 
running attack during his three-year stint... Also teamed 
with his brother in the defensive secondary in the 1917 
post-season classic before playing for him in the 1920 
contest...Ran 122 yards for the Ducks in a losing cause 
to Harvard after rushing for over 100 yards and earning 
player-of-the-game honors while leading the Mare Island 
Marines to victory in the 1918 contest...Was enshrined 
into the Rose Bowl Hall of Fame in 1992 prior to earning an invitation into 
the Ducks’ Athletic Hall of Fame in 1994. 


Jake Leicht (1945-47) — The two-time all-Pacific 
Coast Conference choice led the league in scoring (56) 
and rushing (630) his final year while running for 1,253 
yards in three seasons...Earned All-America accolades in 
1945 and picked up the Hoffman Award the same year 
as the Ducks’ most outstanding player...In addition to 
pacing the West Coastin rushing in 1947, Oregon's former 
single-season and career interceptions and punt returns 
record-holder led the country in interceptions (10) in 
1945...Chosen in the eighth round of the NFL draft by Washington in 1946. 


Alphonse “Tuffy” Leeman (1932) — Playing at Oregon only one year, 
achieved greatest fame as post-collegian after transferring to George Wash- 
ington... Still considered among finest athletes to come out of Wisconsin 
(Superior), was a second round pick by the New York Giants in the inaugural 
1936 NFL draft... The MVP of the ‘36 College Football All-Star game led the 
NFL in rushing as a rookie with 830 yards on 206 carries... Inducted into the 
NFL Hall of Fame in 1978 after named all-NFL in 1936 and’39, accumulated 
3,142 yards rushing, 2,324 passing (16 TDs) and 442 receiving yards dur- 
ing eight-year NFL career...One of 11 New York Giants to have jersey (#4) 
retired...Died Jan. 19, 1979.

John Kitzmiller (1927-30) — Deemed the “Flying 
Dutchman’ for his spectacular tackles despite weighing 
only 165 pounds, the two-time all-Pacific Coast Confer- 
ence offensive and defensive back earned second-team 
All-America honors his final year...Scoring 14 touch- 
downs throughout his collegiate career, also doubled 
as team’s kicker, converting 13 PATs... Assisted Ducks to 
a 23-7 record while he was in the lineup, with Oregon 
losing both contests that he missed with a broken leg... 
Spending one season in the NFL with the New York 
Giants in 1931 before returning for a four-year stint as an assistant coach 
at his alma mater, he was named to the National Football Foundation and 
College Football Hall of Fame in 1969.

The Pur- 
due transfer led Ducks in scoring (48 points) for the Pacific 
Coast Conference co-champions his first year...Initiated 
illustrious coaching career immediately following play- 
ing days, tutoring alma mater's career rushing leader.. 
Migrated as Trojans’ assistant (1959) before beginning 
head coaching run that culminated in four national championships and national 
coaching accolades (1972)...Coached Tampa Bay in the NFL for nine seasons 
(1976-84), earning NFL coaching honors his first year...Inducted into National 
Football Foundation and College Hall of Fame (1987), West Virginia's sports Hall 
of Fame (1992) and three-time Oregon honoree (1993,'94 and’95). 


Chris Miller (1983-86) —The Pac-10' first quarterback 
to receive consecutive first-team all-league honors in 16 
years set no fewer than 13 Oregon records... Threw for 42 
touchdowns and 6,841 yards as a collegian while connect- 
ing on 60.7 percent of his passes... Selected 13th overall by 
Atlanta in the 1987 NFL draft, led the Falcons to the play- 
offs in 1991 and was a Pro Bowl selection after throwing 
for 3,103 yards and 26 touchdowns during the regular sea- 
EL/  on,..Completed 10-year professional career with Denver 
in 1999 following a three-year hiatus, accumulating 19,320 yards and 123 touch- 
downs with Atlanta, the Los Angeles/St. Louis Rams and the Broncos. 


Alex Molden (1992-95) — Few players have made 
the impact as the four-year honoree who broke into the 
starting lineup in his first game as a redshirt freshman... 
Accumulated 206 career tackles and 11 interceptions 
while opening 44 outings...The two-time first-team all- 
conference choice culminated collegiate career earning 
first-team All-America honors, and was central component 
for defenses which fueled school's Rose and Cotton Bow!

The 
school's highest defensive line draft choice ever was taken with the 12th pick by 
the Baltimore Ravens....Has started 48 consecutive games since the start of his 
rookie season in 2006, accumulating 149 tackles, five QB sacks and three inter- 
ceptions ...Named a 1st altemate to the Pro Bowl in 2008.. 

Ahmad Rashad (Bobby Moore) (1969-71) — Few play- 
ers will ever match the exploits of Bobby Moore, who es- 
tablished Oregon's single-game (249), season (1,211) and 
career (2,306) rushing records, as well as season (54) and 
career (131) receptions pinnacles...Established no fewer 
than 14 school records and was the only player to lead the 
Pac-8/Pac-10 Conference in scoring (1969-70) from two 
different positions (RB, WR)...The 1971 first-team all-con- 
ference and All-America choice was the fourth pick in the 
1972 NFL draft by St. Louis, where he was selected to the NFC all-Rookie team... 
His ten-year NFL career culminated with a six-year stint in Minnesota and one Su- 
per Bowl appearance (1977)... The four-time Pro Bowl honoree accumulated 495 
receptions for 6,831 yards and 44 touchdowns...Now an Emmy award-winning 
sportscaster, he became the seventh UO alum elected to the College Football 
Hall of Fame in 2007.

Jim Shanley (1955-57) — A three-year starter on both 
sides of the football, led the Ducks in scoring, rushing and 
receiving various seasons throughout collegiate tenure...

The 1948 All-American was picked in the fourth 
round of the 1949 NFL draft by Los Angeles, accumulating 
23,611 yards, 173 touchdowns and a 42.9-yard punting average in 12 seasons... 
The league's three-time passing champion and two-time punting leader led the 
Rams (1949-57) and Philadelphia (1958-60) to league titles, claiming MVP honors 
his final year...Proceeded to coach 13 more season with Minnesota (1961-67) 
and Atlanta (1969-74)... Inducted into the National Football Foundation and Col- 
lege Hall of Fame, Pro Football Hall of Fame and the university's Athletic Hall of 
Fame. 


Max Unger (2004-08) — It came as no surprise that 
the two-time first-team all-conference standout continued 
to get better with age, drawing All-America acclaim from 
Pro Football Weekly, Sl.com and Rivals.com during his final 
year in Eugene . .. Tied for second in the country with 51 
consecutive starting assignments, he displayed his versatil- 
ity by opening two games at his former left tackle outpost 
while returning to his familiar center position for the other 
11 outings .. . Captained a line that helped the ‘08 Ducks 
set school standards for rushing yards (3,641) and rushing touchdowns (47) ... 
The Pac-10's academic all-conference honorable mention selection was named 
the Ducks’ top offensive lineman (Ed Moshofsky Award) for the third year in a 
row... Also earned the team’s pancake club award . .. Grabbed national atten- 
tion heading into his final collegiate season as he was included on watch lists for 
the Rimington (nation’s best center) and Outland trophies (top interior lineman 
in the country), as well as the Rotary Lombardi Award (bowl subdivision’s top 
lineman) . .. Was drafted in the second round of the 2009 NFL Draft by Seattle. 


Kenny Wheaton (1994-96) — Few players have been 
more revered for one play but few Oregon cornerbacks 
were any better...Returned 97-yard interception for a 
touchdown against Washington as a redshirt freshman 
(1994) to secure the win that catapulted Ducks to their first 
Rose Bowl berth in 37 years... The two-time second-team 
All-American and ‘96 team MVP led the Pac-10 in intercep- 
tionsas asophomore (7) before leading team in tackles (73) 
his junior year... Drawing all-conference acclaim each of his 
three seasons, the 1996 first-team all-league standout ended his collegiate ca- 
reer with 205 tackles (135 unassisted) and 16 interceptions before becoming first 
player in program’ history to opt for the NFL draft early... The 1997 third-round 
pick of the Dallas Cowboys played in 22 games over three seasons (one start, 44 
tackles, one interception, two recovered fumbles) before injuries intervened... 
Played with Detroit of the Arena Football League in 2002 before signing with 
Toronto in the Canadian Football League in 2003...Has been a mainstay with 
the Argonauts ever since, leading them to the Grey Cup (CFL Championship) in 
2004...Set the CFL postseason record for longest interception return fora touch- 
down (116 yards) in 2004. 


Dave Wilcox (1962-63) — The Boise Junior College 
transfer made his mark on the collegiate level as an interior 
lineman despite catching four passes for 57 yards as an end 
his junior year...Earned third-team All-Coast honors as a 
senior while named the Ducks’ most improved player, yet 
gained his greatest share of notoriety at the next level... 
Played a key role in Oregon's Sun Bowl victory in 1963 and 
was named most valuable lineman in the 1964 Hula Bowl. .. 
Drafted in the third round of the NFL draft by San Francisco, 
accumulated 13 interceptions during an illustrious 1 1-year professional career in 
which he played in seven Pro Bowls and was selected all-NFL on five occasions... 
Eaming his way into the University of Oregon Hall of Fame in 1993, he was in- 
ducted into the NFL Hall of Fame on July 29,2000. 


Gary Zimmerman (1980-83) — The premier offen- 
sive lineman in Oregon history as welll as one of the NFL's 
all-time greats completed his collegiate career by being 
named the Pac- 10's top offensive lineman his senior year... 
The first-team all-conference and All-Coast choice also 
earned the rare distinction of receiving league player-of 
the-week accolades following a 1983 win over California... 
The 12-year NFL veteran and seven-time Pro Bowl selection 
was named to the all-NFL first team on five occasions after 
breaking into the professional ranks with a two-year stint in the USFL...The 1997 
NFL offensive lineman of the year accumulated a string of 169 consecutive start- 
ing assignments before retiring from the Broncos with a Super Bowl win follow- 
ing the 1998 season. The 1993 inductee into Oregon's Hall of Fame was formally 
aedded into the NFL Hall of Fame in 2008.

regon's Autzen Stadium, consistently ranked 
Ors the nation’s top 10 venues to watch 

a college football game, saw average atten- 
dance figures top 56,000 fora seventh straight sea- 
son in 2008. 

Now in its 43rd season, the facility, which origi- 
nally was completed for approximately $2.5 million 
in 1967, underwent a $90 million facelift prior to the 
2002 season that not only added 12,000 seats and 
32 luxury boxes to the stadium's south-side skyline, 
it improved the amenities that allow spectators to 
enjoy a better game-day experience in one of the 
loudest collegiate stadiums in the country. The 
renovation encompassed much-needed restroom 
and concession facilities, a 10,000-square foot enter- 
tainment center (Club at Autzen), widened walkway 
and concourse areas to better accommodate the in- 
creased capacity from 41,698 to 54,000 fans, as well 
asnew ticket distribution centers and guest services 
windows to cater to the needs of its patrons. 

The result was a record number of fans flocking 
to an athletic arena which has witnessed nearly six 
million fans walking through the turnstiles to watch 
Oregon football since 1988. Further emphasizing 
its popularity is the fact the Ducks have exceeded 
per-game seating capacity on a season basis 12 of 
the last 13 years and enter this season boasting of a 
school-record 61 consecutive sellouts 

The history of Autzen Stadium is rich. Former Ath- 
letic Director Leo Harris was successful in spearhead- 
ing the drive to construct a modem and economical 
football theater to replace historic Hayward Field. 
Named in honor of Portland lumberman, sportsman 
and philanthropist Thomas J. Autzen, the stadium is 
situated on a 90-acre site adjacent to Eugene's Alton 
Baker Park. The site is immediately north of the Wil- 
lamette River and is approximately one-quarter mile 
north of the main campus, easily accessible by a sce- 
nic footbridge. 

Following Oregon's first outright Pacific-10 Con- 
ference championship in 1994, the athletic depart- 
ment named the playing surface of Autzen Stadium 
after its winningest football coach at that time, Rich 
Brooks. 

Autzen's natural grass playing surface was re- 


placed in 1969 with the installation of its first arti- 
ficial turf. That surface was replaced in 1976 and a 
new covering of OmniTurf was installed before the 
1984 campaign. The field was replaced with another 
OmniTurf surface prior to the 1991 season. In 2001, 
the Ducks played on NexTurf before upgrading its 
surface to FieldTurf in 2002, which has polyethylene 
and polypropylene fibers designed to resist extreme 
temperature and weather conditions. 

The skyline of Autzen Stadium was first improved 
in 1981 with the addition of the Barker Stadium Club 
behind the east end zone. The facility provided the 
stadium with additional meeting space and func- 
tional surroundings for pregame activities prior to 
subsequent improvements. 

One of the most significant improvements in the 
history of the athletics department was completed 
in time for the start of the 1988 season. The press 
box along the north rim of the stadium was relo- 
cated to the south side to make room for the $2.3 
million three-story luxury suite complex. The project 
included the construction of 11 individual sky boxes 
along with a 460-seat master skysuite, with the rev- 
enue generated from the leases serving as the cor- 
nerstone for financing of the construction of the Len 
Casanova Athletic Center. 

A$4 million MegaVision four-color video display

scoreboard was added to the skyline in 1998, nearly 
doubling the size of the previous scoreboard. 

In 2008, a high definition, 33-by-85-foot LED 
scoreboard was installed, giving UO the largest vid- 
eo screen in the Pac-10. 

In the first game played at Autzen Stadium, na- 
tionally ranked Colorado defeated Oregon, 17-13, 
on Sept. 23, 1967, before a regional television audi- 
ence. The program recorded its initial and only win 
inthe first-year stadium that same season on Oct. 21 
vs. Idaho, 31-6. 

Since its opening, the Ducks have proceeded to 
accrue a home-field record 146-91-5 (614), includ- 
ing a 60-15 (800) ledger from the start of the 1997 
season until now. Oregon established a new sta- 
dium record for consecutive victories with its 11th 
straight triumph coming by way of a thrilling triple- 
overtime win over USC in 1999, and extended that 
streak to a national-best of 23 wins ina row before 
Stanford curtailed the second-longest streak in con- 
ference history on Oct. 20, 2001 (49-42). 

The program's 14 straight Pac-10 home wins dur- 
ing that tenure (1997-01) established a league record 
that was surpassed by USC (23, 2001-07) in 2004. 

The Ducks went undefeated at Autzen Stadium 
for the first time ever with their 7-0 record in 1990 
and since have duplicated the unbeaten feat in 
1998, 1999 and 2000.
